2. During the past year one hundred and fifty-four gentlemen have 
enrolled themselves as Members. Seventy-four have withdrawn their 
names from the Institution, and the Counci have to regret the loss by 
death of eighty-seven, The actual decrease is, therefore, seven; but 
the Counc trust that the increasing usefulness of the Institution, and 
the scientific aid which it affords, will continue to attract the Officers 
of both Services. A detailed statement of the changes in the list of 
Members, and a tabular analysis comparing the past and present state 
of the Institution, are to be found at pages xi and xii.

The total expenditure is therefore within the estimate by £86. 

The Counci. have deemed it right to increase the salaries of some 
of the Officers of the Institution; after careful consideration of the 
salary previously paid to the Secretary, and of his labour and care: in 
editing the Journal, the Councm determined to raise his salary to 
£250, with an extra £50 a-year as lodging allowance, until apart- 
ments are provided for him in the Institution. 

An addition of £10 has likewise been made to the salary of the 
Accountant, an old and useful servant of the Institution. 

For some years the Institution has been without any Officer 
especially charged with the care of the Library. The want of a 
Librarian to keep the books in proper order, and to assist Members 
wishing to consult them, has been much felt, and the Counc have 
selected Mr. Low from many candidates to fill the office of Librarian 
and Assistant Secretary. 


LIFE SUBSCRIPTIONS. 


6. The balance of £53 at the end of 1864, and the Life Subscrip- 
tions received during 1865 amounting to £235 10s., with the excep- 
tion of a balance of £33, which will be similarly dealt with, have 
been invested in Three per Cent. Consols, 


CapiraL ACCOUNT. 


7. The funded property of the Institution, on the 1st of January, 
1866, was £4,104 5s. 9d. in the Three per Cent. Consols, and £700 in 
Five per Cent. East India Stock. The sum of £344 has been added to 
the reserved fund for building, and invested since the Ist of January. 


LrAse or PReEmIsEs. 


8. As far as the Councin are able to ascertain, no changes in 
regard to the lease of the building are likely to take place during the 
current year. 

THE JOURNAL. 

9. The Journal, as a faithful record of the Proceedings of the 
Institution, maintains its high position in the opinion of the public, 
and in the estimation of the Members. A liberal expenditure in 
illustrations and diagrams enhances its value over other publications of 
the same character. The Covuncm will endeavour to carry out its 
efficiency to the fullest extent, in order that absent Members may 
participate in the advantages of the Institution.

LECTURES. 


10. The Lectures for the past year have elicited much valuable 
information. The Cotncm are desirous of making the Institution the 
medium for the promulgation of professional knowledge. They invite 
the co-operation of Members who have time and talents at their 
disposal, and they take this opportunity of thanking those gentlemen 
who have lectured and contributed papers on so many interesting and 
important subjects. 

Liprary. 


11. A new Catalogue of the Library, of which mention was made in 
the last Report, has been prepared, and can now be purchased by the 
Members. The Councr believe that it will be the means of making 
more widely known this very useful department of the Institution, 
the value of which has been much enhanced by the appointment 
of the Librarian, who will assist Members consulting books in 
the Library. Amongst the additions to the Library, the Councm 
desire to draw attention to a highly valuable work relating 
to the late Duke of Wellington, presented by the late Colonel Wigram, 
and to the reports of the Special Committee on Iron, with the series 
of Photographs, presented by the Lords Commissioners of the Admi- 
ralty. To the Danish Government they desire to renew their 
thanks for 3 vols., in continuation of a Military and Naval Journal, 
and for a work on Field Fortification and Engineering, with accom- 


panying manuscript plates; and to the Russian Government for a. 


volume in continuation of “Mémoires de la partie topographique de 
VEtat-Major.” . 
ToPoGRAPHICAL DEPARTMENT. 


12. It is with much satisfaction that the Councr report the com- 
pletion of the arrangement of this Department, and of the Catalogue of 
its contents. In addition to the Maps, Plans, and Photographs pre- 
sented by the War Department, and the Charts by the Admiralty, 
four sheets, with explanatory Map and Index of the Topographic and 
Military Map of the Netherlands, have been received from the Dutch 
Government, to whom and to the Departments above named, the CouNncIL 
have returned their best thanks. 


Musevm. 


13. The subject of breech-loading Arms being one of professional 
as well as general interest, a collection of these Arms has been com- 
menced, Additions have also from time to time been made to the 
Collection of Models of Heavy Ordnance. To General Tylden the 
Institution is indebted for a very valuable present of the series of 
models of Guns made by him, originally exhibited in the South Ken- 
sington Museum. ‘The other additions to this Department, together 
with those to the Library and Topographical Departments, will be found 
recorded in the Appendix to Vol. LX. of the Journal. 
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Vicr-Patrons. 


14. It is with deep regret that the Counc have to record the 
death of the following distinguished Vice-Patrons : 
Field-Marshal His Majesty the King of the Belgians, K.G., who 
became a Member in the year 1857, and a Vice-Patron in 1858. 
The Right Hon. Viscount Palmerston, K.G., First Lord of the 
Treasury, ex officio Vice-Patron. 
Admiral His Grace the Duke of Northumberland, K.G., Vice- 
Patron and President of the Institution. 
Admiral Sir Francis W. Austen, G.C.B., Admiral of the Fleet. 
They have the pleasure of announcing that the Right Hon. the 
Earl of Clarendon, K.G., Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs; the 
Right Hon. E. Cardwell, Secretary of State for the Colonies; the Right 
Hon. Lord Wodehouse, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland; His Excellency 
Sir John Lawrence, Bart., G.C.B., K.S.I., Viceroy and Governor- 
General of India; and General Sir John F. Burgoyne, Bart., G.C.B., 
have accepted the office of Vice-Patron. 


DEATH OF THE PRESIDENT: 


15. In the early part of last year the Institution had the mis- 
fortune to lose its President, Admiral His Grace the Duke of Northum- 
berland, K.G. An address of condolence was unanimously voted at 
the last General Annual Meeting to his widow, and Her Grace has 
been pleased to express to the Councom her sense of that tribute of 
respect. 

PRESIDENT. 


16. At the last General Annual Meeting General the Right 
Honourable Lord Hotham, M.P., was unanimously elected President of 
the Institution. 


Vicr-PRESWWENT. 


17. The Institution has lost one, of its Founders by the death of 
Admiral W. H. Smyth, F.R.S., D.C.L., &c., &e. This Officer entered 
the Navy at an early age, and served afloat with considerable dis- 
tinction to the year 1815. The next ten years of his life were employed 
in making those valuable surveys in the Mediterranean, with which 
his name will ever be associated. He relinquished an active life at 
sea in the year 1825, and afterwards directed his attention chiefly 
to the study of Astronomy. He published the “Cycle of Celestial 
Objects,” including the Bedford Catalogue—a work acknowledged to 
be one of the best handbooks of practical astronomy. The late 
Admiral was also distinguished as a Geographer, Archxologist, and 
Numismatist. The Institution has lost in him a valued Vice-President. 
As Chairman and Vice-Chairman of the Councit, he took, up to within 
be few latter years of his life, an active part in the management of its 
affairs. 

Rear-Admiral Sir Frederick Nicolson, Bart., U.B., has been elected 
to the vacancy caused by his death.

CoRRESPONDING MEMBERS. 


18. At the close of the year there were 283 Corresponding Members 
of Council as compared with 246 at the same period of the former 
year. This difference may be accounted for partly by the reduction in 
the number of the Depdt Battalions, and partly by the deaths, with- 
drawals, and changes which havetakenplace amongst the Corresponding 
Members themselves. The Councit, however, trust, that during the 
year the deficiency will not only be made up, but that there will be an 
accession of strength to this valuable body of friends and representa- 
tives of the Institution.

ConcLusIoN. 


In conclusion the Counc desire to express their earnest hope that 
the Officers of both services will bear in mind the many advantages, 
both practical and theoretical, which are to be derived from the 
Institution. They believe that its benefits are becoming more and 
more Luown, and they confidently predict for it increasing prosperity. 


General The Hon. Sir E. Cust, K.C.H.— 


My Lord Dufferin, I think that the gentlemen present will have drawn from the 
Report which has just been read, the same conclusion I am induced to draw form it 
myself, viz., that it is a very satisfactory one with regard to the whole of the matters 
connected with this Institution. It is, I admit, somewhat disappointing to find that 
there should be any decrease in the number of our Members, but when we see that 
this decrease is in the lowest class of our Subscribers, those who contribute the 
least to its advantages, we may be in some respects consoled. But the real truth 
is, we all of us must desire to see a very great increase to the Members of this 
Institution from both Services, from the conviction which I know so many of those 
present feel, that it is a most valuable Institution for both, and that above all 
things, it is most valuable to the younger Members of the two professions ; in that 
respect, therefore, I regret that it should lose a portion of that class of its Members. 
The Report alludes to the printing of the Library Catalogue, and the advantages 
conferred upon us by the presents that have been made to the Library ; and also, 
in connection with that department, to the appointment of a Librarian. I am 
perfectly sure that the printing of the Library Catalogue is a very great advantage. 
That the Library itself is a very valuable one, anybody who has occasion at all to 
refer to its contents knows perfectly ; but there is generally a difficulty in most 
libraries, and the larger they may be, the greater the evil, and that is, to be able to 
ascertain what are the riches they contain, and how you can best obtain the infor- 
mation which you are in search of. By having a good intelligent Librarian and a 
good Catalogue, these difficulties can be very much overcome. I am quite sure that 
the value of this Library, which has now been steadily growing for some years past 
and increasing in its usefulness, wili be found to have been greatly increased by the 
publication of this new Catalogue, and by the appointment of a Librarian. About 
the Lectures I need hardly say a word. Everyone who takes any interest in the 
Institution, everyone who attends these Lectures, knows how valuable they are, and 
how great are the advantages that may be obtained from the discussions which follow 
them, and from the way in which matters of professional invention and (if I may so 
call it) ingenuity, and new ideas are first of all mooted, and then discussed in this 
theatre in a manner most advantageous to the Profession, and in a manner which 
could never be made sufficiently prominent, if they were to depend merely upon 
pamphlets, or upon the accident of any persons of known talent and ability coming 
forward to make known their views. As to the Topographical Department, I am 
sure that anybody on active service knows that it is impossible to speak too highly of 
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the advantage young men possess in being able to act with the help of good maps 
and plans. That Department also contains a very valuable collection of Photographs 
which have been from time to time presented to us by the Government, and which 
will shortly be re-arranged, so as to make them more accessible for reference. There 
is nothing I need name further upon the subject of this Report, and I am sure I shall 
only express your general feelings when I say, that it is our ‘“‘ earnest hope that the 
Officers of both Services will bear in mind the many advantages, practical and theo- 
retical, which are to be derived from this Institution.” I beg leave to propose,— 


“That the Report now read be adopted, and printed for circulation among the 
Members.” 


Lieut.-Gen. C. GascoigNeE— 


My Lord and Gentlemen, when I entered this Institution and was invited to 
second this first Resolution, I demurred for a moment, not from any doubt of its 
propriety, but rather as to whether the duties of it would be properly undertaken by 
myself. But when I understood that my gallant friend, Sir Edward Cust, was to 
move the Resolution, I felt perfectly sure that all that was necessary to be said, would 
be said by him: and the only thing that I demur to with regard to what he did say 
is, that it is not a perfectly satisfactory Report, inasmuch as we have to lament the 
deaths of four most distinguished Vice-Patrons, and a distinguished Vice-President, 
the loss of whom we must all deeply regret. With that one exception, I bég to 
second the Resolution.
